And when Morris farther states that he 
does not believe in Catastrophical Commnism, | acd, 
neither do J, nor that our end will be gamed by open 
war. How then? Morris believes that we shall reach 
it by using the Parliamentary method, thet is, by sending 
guarantecd Socialists into Parlbunent who will decree 
for the workers an improved lite, hetter livelihood more 
leisure, in short treatment as citizens, not as machines.”

THE LONDON SOCIETY OF COMPOSITORS. 
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This Society has im the past been looked upon as a 
model trades umon, and the members generally are 
not very slow to take credit. to themselves for belonving 
toit. ‘There can be no doubt that as a trade organiza- 
tion it has had a remarkably successful carecr, but the 
last three vears or so should have shown the members 
that the old conservative policy is well mgh useless to 
grapple with the present economic conditions, In this 
respect I conclude it 18 the same as other trade unions. 
The capital of the society hus decreased about £10,000 
during the past three years. Last year it paid out 
£11,696 in unemployed allowances, and its out-of work 
members averaged about 6 per cent. of a total member- 
ship of 10,000. Tt is, perhaps, scarcely necessary to say 
that the object of a trades union is to save competition 
peween its members for the sale of the only commodity 
possessed by the workers, viz., labour-power ; but this 
fact appears to be entirely ignored by the great majority 
of the I.8.C., amongst whom may be counted those who 
are mainly responsible for the conducting of its affairs, 
The card of membership covers a multitude of sis. 
We find members who, whilst they are determined to 
be paid the minimum rate of wages, are equally deter 
mined to keep their situations: to do which they may 
have to produce work worth considerably more than 
their wages (of course Tam now speaking from the 
trade union standpoint, but T recognize the curse of the 
wage system) and alow the scale to be violated in various 
ways. Itas the boast of the [.5.C. that this scale was 
mutually agreed upon at a joint conmuittee of masters 
and men, which boast in itself illustrates the compost 
tion of the society, as Lam fully convinced that me this 
instance the masters agreed to the scale because they 
had considerably the best of the agreement, the mien 
because they either did not recognize their true interests, 
or had not the couraye to insist upon them. Tt is ap- 
parent that if a mandoes €2 worth of work for (1 wages 
he must be working against hunself and against lias 
fellow workers, as well as against his professed prin 
ciples—he is no more a trades umionist than the man 
without the trade card. Although ondividael members 
are much to blame in this respect, it is the members 
asa body who are most in fault, this beme the com- 
petition they banded themselves together to avoid. 

In the various trades where machinery has been 
introduced, the workers have almost unanimously been 
convinced that it would be a failure, beheving that 
no machinery could do their work ; 
machinery has done it, and the compositors are just 
awakening to the fact that the introduction of machin. 
ery is no more impossible to them trade than the 
Others. Committees have been sitting im conjunetion 
with the provincial societies to cousider this question, 
the erroat ohject of which appears to bethat the machine 
operators shall be paid a little extra, inorieg altogether 
the lot of those who will be thrown out of work by their 
Mtroduction. So it amounts to this, that TL to Z have 
been bearing a large proportion of the expense of these 
deliberations to enable Ato G to get a slight imerease 
INWaves, with the greatest certainty that they them, 
Selves will be thrown out of Now with the 
lucreasing number of unemployed, the decreasuiy capital, 
the increasing Working expenses, and the successful!

WHO MY UNCLE WAS, 

My uncle Benjamin lived at his sister's; he was five 
feet ten inches in height, carried a bie sword at his side, 
and wore a coat of scarlet ratteen, breeches of the same

My uncle Berjamin, according to all who knew him, 
was the gayest, drollest, wittiest man in all the country 
round, and he would have been the most. how shall I 
say it nol to fail in respect tomy great uncle's memory ? 
—he would have been the least sober, if the town drum- 
mer named Cicero, had not shared his ylory. 

Nevertheless my uncle Benjamin was not what you 
hiehtly term a drunkard, make no mustake about that. 
He was an epieurean who pushed philosophy to the 
point of intoxication,—~ that was all. dle had a very 
elevated and distinguished stomach. Te loved wine, 
not foritself, but for that short-lived madness which it 
brings, a madness which eneenders mn the man of wit an 
unreasohableness so naive, prqvant, and original that 
one almost prefers it to reason. Tf he could have intoxi- 
cated himself by reading the mass, he would have 
read the mass every day. My uncle Benjamin had prin- 
jiples; he mamtained that a fasting man was a man 
still asleep; that intoxieation would have been one of 
the greatest blessings of the Creator, if it had not in- 
jured the head, and that the only thing that made man 
supertor to the brute was the faculty of getting drunk. 

Reason, said my uncle, amounts to nothing + it 18 
simply the power of feeling present evils and) remiemi- 
bering them. The privilege of abdienting one's reason 
Is the only thine of value. You say that the man who 
drowns lis reason in wine brutalizes dimself:at is the 
pride of caste that makes you hold to that opinion, 
Do you really think, then, that the condition of the 
brute ds worse than vour own?)

The equality of which you dream, the brute possesses, 
Tn the forests there are neither kings, nor nobles, nor a 
third estate. The problem of common life studied in 
vain by your philosophers was solved thousands of 
centuries avo by the poorinsects, the ants, and the bees, 
The animals have no doctors; they are neither blind, 
nor hump-backed, nor lame, nor bow-legeed, and they 
have no fear of hell. 

My uncle Benjamin was twenty-eight years old. Ie 
had been practising medicine for three years ; but medi- 
cine had not made bim aman of income, far from it: 
he owed his tailor for three scarlet coats and his barber 
for three years of hair-dressing, and mi each of the most 
famous taverns of the town he had a pretty little 
account running, with nothing on the credit side but a 
few drags, 

My grandmother was three years older than Benja- 
min; she had cradled him on her knees and earned him 
in her arms, and she looked upon herself as his mentor.
